A mestber of m:mixc Lamily
blamged to this elwd and whea Col. SASAKT visited Folend be wes invited te
stay with them. URODERA says there weres many similar ceses. (He adds that

it vep formerly s Japansse $radition o trest priscoers well and that he wes
profoundly ahosksd to hear what hMad happesed during iorld dar II). aAative
eollsboration ZYetwesn the two scuntries on s militury basis Degan immsdistely
aftar the last war, whan PILIDAKI was president of Poland. ONODEZRA doces
Bt know the details of what took place at thet time. Ha says that Geaneral .
TAMANAKY and Oeneral FITITUXA are well ipformed in this regard.
Until 1939 the senter of Japsnese imtelligenes nctivity against
Russia wes always in the Tersaw military astache’s office. An arraagement
exiated whereby Japanese offisers were pexriodionlly sent to Feland to »udy
Rassian eedes with the Polish General Staff crypto-anmalytieal seotion.

The origin of the Japaunese systam of analysis snd oompilation of

material from the press and its suseessful uss o Intellizenes Purpossse——
whioch was prasticed 80 extensively duripg the war--~waz aleo lesarned from
the Poles. Col. KOHALKSKI, sm authority on this systew who had visited
Japan and was loter Folish militery atsaeke im Fortugsl, was their tesshar.
In exobange for instruotior in these matSera the Japansso uncdartook to
supply the Peles with Russiam sode imterdepts and othar intelligonos materisd

obseined fram the Yar East,

As a result of this buckground Of sooperstion, nhen Foland was
oseupied by the Germans and ths Ausaians in 1939, and tho Folish Oensrel
Stafy forved to Sake refuge in Londem, Col., GANG, the head of the P,I.S.
propossd to Col, UER4, Japanese Kilitary attashe in sarsaw, that the J,.I1.8.
take over the Polish intelligemce organizations agaimst Russia and Gersmxy.
Thia offer wes effic¢ially refused by Tokyo Headquarters betauss of their
sllianes t0 Qermany. Eowever, individusl Japansse and Polish officers in
Burope sontinusd to work togethsr under cover and Poles who had stayed
behind on the ecntiment were given Japanese or Mamshurian pasaports and
eaployed iz the Embassies and Comsulates.

Howsver, JIRIVIICH mus -
sowrramised uben 0uo Of bis agents was arrested by the Lmedvs in Gotedurg.
A8 m result, he was obliged to cease his activities and, eveatually went to
Mgland 1m 1941, Tuus, RUAIKOWSKI remeined as the ouly .1.5. representative.
In erdar $0 sesure sdditional sover he obtained s fulse Zussisn passport in
the naae of PIUTRE IWANOW fram Finland, wbere he had contaets in the Finnish

4. Coutast with Lemdon

Threongh RUBIXONECI, OMODIKRA was ssveral times in direst eeatast with
Geuneral IXORKT apd $he Polish Gemazel Staff i Lomdon, ever after s stete
of war existed dutwoen their two cowntries. In 1948 whan Peland deslared war
and the Polisk mission in Japsn were obliged to leave, two of the effiessrs,
SEORA end one othar, mads Inowm thoir desire t0 remain in the Fur East and
contimms their wark agaisst Russis in seeret, but s8ill i ealladarstiom with
the Japaases. The request that this be allowed was forwarded to Pelisd
HBesdquarters iz Loodos Shrough GNODERA'S office. Within a short $ime Gemsral
SIXGRSK] snswered that permisaion was givez in aceordanee with the lemg
tredition of collaboration detwaen Poland and Japas. On another eseasion
ONODERA reseived & large mmbsr of papsr reublss rrom Germany. He wanted
40 send these t0 Mcseow and RUBIKOWSKY uméerseak to do it for him through
the Polish diplamatic sourier. This sttompt was unsucsessful becsuse the
=oney was imtercspted by the Aritishk at Gitraltsr and was returaed to Stoskholm.
Information gethered Uy the Polish miesion ip Moscow also reeshed ONODERA's

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3. The Polish-Japamese Orgunization.

RUBIEO¥SEI had extensive comnestions with sgents irn hssia and
throughout nort easters Europs. In ecoperstion with (NODih-~ he used the
Japanese diplematic missions and their courier eystea $n transmit reporis
from these egents back to his London headquartsrs. In exehangs for this
sarvies he Tader$ock to share the contemts of the reports.

The Japansse offices whish played s jart in this systux were lossted
in Germany, the Baltie countries, and Filalsnd., Berlim was tis central and
nost netive slesring-peint. There, another P,I.S5. ofticer, JAXUBIC alias
KUNCZIEWICZ, had besn given a Japanese passport and worked in the Nmbassy
with attaches MIURA and ISHIDA. He was assisted by a Polish wamen named
LAPINSEA, who had & job as sesretary ia the Mamchurian Legation where she
worked with First Seevetary HOSRINO, sttashes EASAT and Y M\Di, snd scometimes
a\KAGAHA, the Menshuriaa Cossul in Hemdurg. BEOSHINCG was a cover nams used
by Oensrel AKIXUSA, ons of the dest Jajunese speeialists op Fussiam imtelligonce
whe had been gsent ¢0 Derlin as e Mapsbhurian diplemet with ¢ aspecial mission
to work Shrough $he Poles againat Sussia., Ne trevelled beck and forth
frequently between Porlin and Warsem. In Xoenigsberg the office of the
Jupanese Comsul, SOGINARA was used. BN had formerly Saught Russian iz the
Japamese langusge sehool in Harbin, where KASAl and YANADA bad bean his
papils. In Riga, defore the Russian 0OSuUPsSiod, gna 14ter in Halsinki,
CNCUCHI ferwarded the resports through the Japaness courisr $¢ Stookholm.

RUBIRKOYSIX
armangsd tor the infarmsticn gathered by ths agents to be pioked wp
at reilwy stations by the Japanese ocouriers trsvelling dack amd
farth betwsan Tokyo, Moseow, apd Berlin. In Germaxy it was reseived .
by JAKUBIC ip $he Berlia Embsasy. Hs forwurded it to ttockhols and
from there it went to Lomdon.

While in Kaanua SUGIRAR. received their reports and semt thex by
Japapese courisr to [dga, where AUBIROA:LI, who was workipg in
ORQUCHI's office, guve tham to Colonsl IRLESKAINKIL, the Polish
military ettache (later assig=.2 to Stookholm} whe forwarded them

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ORCUKR,. waa buay with otbher mmtters.

RUSIAC K] remsined in bis offfee in spite of she Jermans
who never censed thoir oreszsurs fur his dissiasul. WiOX:R, the
shief of X. C. ./thwedea, Oare to OROL:R: snd demsnded s list of
=IVANOY '8¢ spents in Sermmny end Polend, threatening to protest
+0 Tokyo through KHIBBaNTRG: or KEXTEL, if it wes not given, QBOLERA
ignored this demsnd and it was not wotil almost thres years loter
that ths Swedish govermment intervened and RUBIX(.SKI was expelled.
Note: .Jdthough UROLRR. elaims tc da i{gnoraut of furthor details
eonserning SUGIR.R:'s organizsticn the secoount wkich he Las given
definitely sonfirms the svidense ovtained from the Sipc letter to
QOLRING of July 1941, quoted in Reference ., pagse 8 and M.

Bafore ths Russian invasiom of the Baltis ecuutries,

RUBIXOWSKT received the information in Riga. Later, liaisou was
carried out by .ULIO (eover nams SCHKIDT) who frequently ceme to

Stoekbolm for that purpose. Jéany of ths reports fram Belaimki

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wore samt to Stoekholm through GNOUCAI and tke Japanese dipiomstic
bag, and others, ONOLLR~ thinks, tharough Uaited ..tates diplometioc
souriers. He explains this by the faet that ,merieun officials in
Smolden and Finlend were also interssted {n Eusaian intelligerce.
Ths Fimmish organizetion functicned until August 1944.

Therw were two rolieh sgontaz et Nerwa. They ocovered Resaizn
troop movements snd Srunsportation of war mmterial and sest their
reporss to Helsinki through -J/LIi. Later, after 1540, thay
establiahed in direct sammmicstior with Britain over the nortbherm
route.

Riga.

Two Poles worked for RUMIKO:SKI ir Latviu. They were
KUBKIZWITZ and 8 woman whoss name began with “K™ and ended wish
"XKi". (Sae also Reference B). Beforo 1940 they wers in direct
comtest with RUBIXOWSKY and ONOUUHLI. After the Xmssian invasion
Sty oommunioated through AULIC snd :istor en sailors in ManSIMG's
oxgenization. They oeased operations ufter the teginning of the
Husso-derman war.

Nossow
In August 1541 when Oenersl SIXORSKI'e govermment sest an
offisial mission %0 Moscow for the first time, & P.I.3. offiesr
acoompanied them. He wes adls to send information througk to
London whencs it wsent to QNUNRR: im utookholm through tho Folish

dlplamatis dag. This souroe produced sxsellenmt informuticn
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wmtil 1942 when 1t wes compromised through Russian pesetretion
of Polish oodes. {ee below B nos. 1,2,5,4, & 5.}

ONGDERA says that the Poles belisved for a while that She
osmpe of this had besn a lesk whiah oeeirTed whex the Japsnese
pesged on the infopmation to the Germmns, howesvar, the evidence

AS ths bdegtlaning of 1944 tha Garwans finslly smoeesded im Obtaining
Swedish sapport fer the expulsios of RUKIKONSKI. OGepsrsl KMLGHIN eamw $0
URODERA privately and told him thet the Swedisk govermment had positive
svidenes that "IHANGY" was ax ixmtermatiocual spy-——--working for all, sgsiast
QAleeeand that wnless GNONERA promised to get rid of him =t onss, the govern-
ment wenld take orfiejal sotion. OMODREA tried in vein to get this deeision
changed by appealing o PETRRIZN and KAXMP. He was fimslly shliged to arrunge
for RUBIXCONSKI's departurs. Mo s first ecasidsred sending him to Finland,
whore PAASOMEN was willing to reseive him but arfter ssversl somtha, he went
$0 Ingland, and later to Italy. QNODERA'S last meessge from him was reoceived
Juat %fore repatristios and came from the Headgquartsrs of Gemersl ANDERS

Before leavimg RURBIKC4SXI made an sgrsemsat to send QNOD:iRa infermation
from Eagland for whieh he wes t0 be paid in dellars. His rTeparts were to %
sigaed *JOUJSOE” und wers to be handed $o ONOURRA by BRLUINTUSKI or ome of
Ris ssxistants. ONODERA was to reach FUBIKOAK] through a Pole nwmed SPEPEAN
GADUWEXI. His letters ware to be inseribed with three namea: Mr. BENG, RZABa,
and STEPHAN. ONODERA reseived adout £8 lstters fram this sourve.

ks fivst in the summer of 1944 the infarmation wes good. It eanoernsd
Allied milisary astivities in India and Burmm. it the odd of the yoar i%
began to deteriorets. The reports thea told of an impending British attask os
Bormeo whishk was belied by sll cther dovelopmenta of the war. They gave mmch

infoymation sbout Japansse war crimes, and storics about the low morsle of the

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Japunese troops. At thiz time (NOUAR: bescame gonvinesd that he wug
receiving deception material, howsvar, he scntinued to send woney, payirg
in all abeut 10,000 imsrican dallars for the informatiocn. He feals sure
that 1t all went ?%0 $he British, Wi e declares himsslf more 3ham Mappy to
bave pald this price for the eatry of RUBIKOWAXI into Oreet Britain. ifter
three and 8 Balf years working iz & Japsnese offiee 1% was evident that
oame priee would have to be paid. JINODEHA says that &t heart, hs would mmeh
sather Shink of RUBIKONAKT as Maviag seat dsesptiom material, and tius
remnined 50 ths and, loyul to the eause of the western Allies.

After the GCerman surrender ORODLR. reseived ocessionsl parscoal lesters
